There 
are many enterprises that now sJiun 
our city because our streets are 
closed, and we ought to take action 
to open them. 


Councilman Ford said he was a 


member of that committee. The 
committee tried repeatedly to get an 
interview with the Water Front Com- 
pany, but only succeeded in °eeing 
a few of tlio members thereof, Mr. 
Caipentier being absent at the time. 
Then the bill came up in the Legis- 
lature and the committee awaited 
its passage. The members of the 
company with whom the committee 
conversed promised everything that 
was fair, and he presumed they were 
ready and willing to promise still.

The lower portion of Broadway 


has not shown so many signs of life 
during the last ten or fifteen years 
as at the present time. 
The old 


rookeries where the festive Mexicans 
and their baser white companions in 
former times had their fandangos, 
have been removed and the place 
they occupied is alinoat in the mid- 
dle of the new ferry slip. There are 
many more tumble-down shanties 
that disgrace the portion of the 
street below Fourth street, and if 
the owners of property there are 
wise they would tear them down and 
put up decent structures. No mat- 
ter how much busi :ess may be done 
over the new ferry, that part of 
Broadway will not derive any benefit 
from it unless it is properly im- 
proved. 


Work on the ferry slip is going 


ahead as fast as the Central Pacific 
people can push it. 
As 
many 


mechanics and laborers are employ- 
ed as can be worked with any advan- 
tage. Most of the pile driving has 
been done, the spring-piles for the 
slip being all that has to be at- 
tended to. The dredging machine 
is excavating as fast as the earth can 
be removed by the steam tugs and 
the gangs of men with wheelbar- 
rows. The depth of this excavation 
is fourteen feet, and the lower part 
of the cut is composed of the yellow 
hard pan which can be observed 
wherever excavations are made in 
tho main part of the city for cellars. 
This is loosened by blasting and the 
reports from some nf the blasts have 
fooled half the town with the idea 
that there were earthquakes. The 
dredging cannot be completed for a- 
considerable time. After the slip is 
is cleared, it will still be necessary 
to connect it with the deep water 
near the center of the creek. About 
half of the new wharf has been 
planked and that part of the work is 
going on very rapidly. 


It is supposed that in about thirty 


days the steamer Capital will com- 
mence running on this route. She 
draws but five feet of water and_will 
pas>s over the bar at the lowest tides. 
The channel will soon be wider and 
deeper, as Ball's dredge is out there 
at work and it beats anything in that 
line ever before constructed.

The surrounding bilk 
are covered with verdure, but the 
only living tilings to be neon are n 
few birds. No cattle can pollute 
the water, there is nothing to con 
•ey to it a particle of impurity, us 
far as can be observed by an excur- 
sion upon the lake and a visit into 
its many nooks and corners. Tho 
possession of a superabundance of 
pure water is a benefit to tho city 
that cannot be estimated by a money 
standard, and a general knowledge 
of this tact abroad will be of tlio 
greatest importance to us. The wa- 
ter question can never become a 
serious one on this sido of tho bay. 


THE SUPPLY — rowi;it. 


According to tho latest returns 


at our command, the city of Now 
York consumes eighty-five million 
gallons of water every day, or eighty- 
five gallons fcr each inhabitant. 
The consumption and waste in Oak- 
land amount to considerably moro 
than this; if wo have a population of 
30,000 people, as WP think likely ,tlio 
daily supply of water must lie about 
three million gallons. Upon thin 
basis of estimate, there is water 
enough stored in tho lake to last 
Oakland nearly two years, if \vo did 
not have a drop of rain dnring tlio 
whole time, including a reasonable 
allowance 
for 
evaporation and 


absorption. The greatest pressure 
of water in the lowest part of the 
city is eighty pounds to tho square 
inch. With a pressure far less than 
this tiirbines and other water wheels 
can be run, and we are promised a 
cheap supply of power for industrial 
and mechanical purposes. 
It will 


be easy 
to run 
any 
sort 
of 


machinery, from a small turning 
lathe to & grist mill, by this 
silent and noiseless power. 
If tho 


Company will make it cheap enough, 
this will be of incalculable 
tage to Oakland. Thoro arc scorcw 
of workshops where power is needed, 
but not sufficiently to justify th 
purchase of a ste.im engine. Many 
new industries would bo inaugur- 
ated, which are not yot possible in 
ur city. At an early day, we are 
nformed, the Company will prepare 
statement of its charges for fiii-n- 
suing a given amount of power 
•hich will be far more satistactory 
mn a mere announcement that tlio 
rice would be so much per thous 
nd gallons.

Resolutions of Respect. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 


he Association of California Pio- 
neers, held last evening in thoir 
lall. the subjoined tribute to our 
ate fellow townsman, William Hillo- 
;ass, 
was presented, read, and tho 


resolutions accompanying adopted: 


IN MEMORIAM. 


At no previous period in the liis- 


;ory of this cherished Ascociiition, 
las the stern destroyer thinned our 
ranks as rapidly as during the first 
,hree months of this Centennial 
year. Through the inexorable fiat 
of Omnipotenoe still another of our 
'ellow members has been summoned 
i-om the oares and sorrows of onrth, 


, the peaceful realms oi tho blost. 
William Hillegass was born in 


Berks County, Pennsylvania, in tho 
year 1827, arid died at Berkeley near 
Oakland, Alameda County, March 
20th, 187(3. 


He arrived in California \ia tho 


Isthmulrof Darien in August. 1841), 
and shortly thereafter turned bin 
steps mountainward. Ho sojourned 
for a season in Calaveras county, 
and subsequently in Nevada City, 
on the middle Yuba, at Goodyoar'n 
Bar, at Downieville, and again in 
Nevada. 


Early in 1850 he became associated 


in business with Hon. F. 1C. Shat- 
tuck, and the co-partnership thus 
early formed was severed only by 
the decease of the former. 
In 1851 Messrs. Hillegas * Shat- 


tuck established themselves in tho 
then hamlet, and now prosperous 
city, of Oakland. Here ho built up 
for himself a handsome fortune, and 
what is far more valuable, a charac- 
ter irreproachable, spotless—« pro- 
cioun legacy to bequeath to his chil- 
dren. 


One of the most marked traits of 


deceased was hisretiring disposition. 
Hfr never thrust himsolf 'forward 
ostentatiously in public affairs, pre- 
ferring rather to discharge the du- 
ties devolving upon him in the rolo 
of a private citizen. 
But ho was 


keenly alive to the material interosts 
of the city of his adoption, and by 
settling here permanently while in 
its infancy, he exhibited that sagaci- 
ty and judgment which led him sub- 
sequently to become ono of tho most 
influential and reliable men in the 
community. 


In all of the social relations of 


life Mr. Hillegass was to be envied. 
Building for himself and his wife a 
beautiful homestead, nestled at the 
foot of the San Pablo range and 
looking out through the portals of 
the Goldfin Gate, and commanding 
a panoramo of surpassing magnifi- 
cence, he here passed his leisure 
hours, surrounded by a family, ns 
devoted to him as he to them. Here 
he lived and here he died, and f com 
the old homestead, his neighbors and 
associates, on a bright and lovely 
spring afternoon bore his lifeless 
form to sleep in the City of Silence. 


This;brief retrospect of the career 


of the'deceased induces your Com- 
mittee to submit the following:

The Great "Unknown. 


The public mind is turning now 


•with a good deal of interest to the 
approaching national 
conventions 


•which meet at Cincinnati and St. 
Louis to nominate candidates for 
the Presidency. 
While it is a con- 


ceded point that both parties will 
endeavor to run a straight ticket, no 
living man can tell \vho the candi- 
dates will be, and when we consult 
the history of the past we find no 
light thrown on the future to solve 
the problem. In fact, the history of 
making Presidents is a remarkable 
anomaly. After leaving Washington, 
seldom, if ever, has a man who lias 
received the nomination of his party 
by acclammation, as it were, been 
elected President. 
Wo may go fur- 


ther and say that no man that has 
diligently sought the nomination, so 
far as we remember, has ever obtained 
it. A few remarkable instances may be 
given. Henry Clay sought it and was 
beaten three limes—the last time he 
was the unanimous nominee of the 
party—and Polk, who defeated him, 
was not voted for by the Democratic 
convention which nominated him 
till the eighth ballot. General Scott 
was the Whig nominee in 1852, with- 
out opposition, and Pierce, who de- 
feated him, was not brought forward 
by the Democratic convention until 
they had been balloting several days, 
ami were just on the eve of breaking 
up without making a nomination. 
Wm. H. -Seward, all of his life, 
hoped to be President, and went to 
Chicago in 18GO almost with the 
nomination in his pocket, but Lin- 
coln, who had hardly been thought 
of before, defeated him in conven- 
tion and went into the White House. 
"We may learn from thin history that 
no man can tell who tho coming 
man will be, but that it will prob- 
ably not bo any of the men now on 
tiptoe for the position. The history 
of our nation has been that tho man 
who asks to bo made President fails 
to receive the coveted boon.—Bow- 
ling Green (Ay.) Itemwrtit.
